Once upon a time I sat in a col- 
lege class taught by a rugged in- 
dividualist. Abo a month be- 

ae fore examina- 
tion he would 
note the ap 
proaching date, 
which would be 

a crossroad for 
asome members 

of the class, and 

say: 

““G e ntlemen, 
when the engi- 
neer of a fast 
train approaches a_i crossing 
where loss of life might occur, it 
the track is not clear, he rings 
the bell and blows the whistle. 
Let me remind you, gentlemen, 
I am blowing my whistie and 
ringing my bell.’’ 

Today, the world not merely 
is in a political ferment, with 
dictators vigorously plying their 
trade, and the Russians muddy- 
ing the waters of all new na- 
tionalisms, but it is in the proc- 
cess of economic revolution as 
well. (Which, of course, ex- 
plains most of the political 
heat.) — 

There are those, of course, 
who are ringing the bell and 
blowing the whistle. There is 
yet time. The crossing, in some 
instances, is some years away. 
But there are too many persons 
running about with hands clapped 
to their ears. 

We not always are going to 
be able. to depend on tariff laws 
—though to be sure, we should, 
and must, have protective legis- 
lation. But such laws must _ be 
resilient, and flexible. 


Industrial Revolution 


As the whistle blows and the 
bell rings, one can see that na- 
tions which traditionally have 
been “hewers of wood and 
drawers of water,” fast are 
moving out of that status. Ma- 
chinery is becoming more and 
more available. The industrial 
revolution is reaching far into 
distant lands and deep into iso- 
lated areas. 

Protectionist laws which any 
nation may in blindness make, 
and which are entirely “keep 
out” signs, will not, in the end, 
protect, but destroy. 

There is going to be world 
trade. 

It is to be on a competitive 
buy and sell basis. 

Our problem—and that of all 
other industrial nations—is go- 
ing to be how to keep right in 
the middle of it. 

Ohe bell that is ringing and a 
whistle that-is blowing, for ex- 
ample, is the news from the 
Philippines. 

A private, free-enterprise ven- 
ture, organized by an American, 
but financed with Philippine cap- 
ital, is called the Philippine Cot- 
ton Development Corporation. It 
is “encouraging” textile manu- 
facturing. 

Now, it has turned to cotton 
production, with a start on 
1.200 acres. It-will be some 
years before this is expanded to 
hundreds of thousands_of acres. 
But it will be. Meanwhile, the 
bell rings, the whistle blows. 


Test Growth

Bars Negroes’ 
Alabama Suit 


BIRMINGHAM, March 4 (#— 
U.S. District Judge Seybourn H. 
Lynne today threw out a Negro 
attack on Alabama’s railroad 
waiting room segregation law as 
an attempt to use the federal 
courts for propaganda purposes. 

His action, unless overruled, 
means that Mr. and Mrs. Carl L. 
Baldwin will have to carry their 
case through the state courts, 
should they decide to press it 
further. 

The Baldwins had asked Lynne 
to declare the waiting-room law 
unconstitutional, and to enjoin 
city police from enforcing segre- 


gation at the Birmingham Termi- 
nal Station. 


GROWING LIST 

“This is but another in the 
growing list of cases wherein 
both the tutored and untutodred 
apparently entertain the mistak- 
en notion that the proper function 
of the federal courts is propa- 
ganda rather than judicature,’’ 
Lynne’s opinion said.

Infron Lung 


MEMPHIS, March 4 (#}—Emer- 
gency crews waged a desperate, 
six-hour battle to keep a polio 
patient alive after his iron lung 
failed. They won. 

It started at 2 p.m. Robert 
Thorne, 24, in an iron lung at 
his home, told his wife he couldn’t 
breathe. The maximum time he 
could go without the lung was 15 
minutes. 

Mrs. Vhorne called the fire de- 
partment. A rescue squad found 
the lung would work okay by 
hand and began pumping.. An 
ambulance was summoned. 

Thorne was placed in a por- 
table lung that operates on elec- 
tricity alone. His lung was 
disassembled, put back together 
outside the house and Thorne 
was transferred to it. 

But the big lung wouldn’t go 
in the ambulance. A truck was 
commandered. Too small. A 
squad car was dispatched for a 
huge moving van. 

Traffic control lights along the 
seven-mile route to the hospital 
were turned red... The escorted 
moving van raced to the hospital. 
Arrival time: 6 p.m. 

Thorne was transferred to a sec- 
ond machine. It leaked. He was 
moved to a third. It didn’t work 
either, and he was transferred 


back to the second machine which | 


had been repaired. Then it failed 
and he was moved to his own lung 
and the hand pumping resumed. 

A fourth lung had been rushed

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Mideast Settlement 
Rests With Nasser 


The government of Israel has given 
the go-ahead for immediate withdrawal 
of Israeli troops from the Gaza Strip 
and the Gulf of Aqaba coast. 

Thus ends an episode which almost 
plunged the world into war. Let us hope 
that it marks the beginning of a settle- 
ment of the whole Israeli-Arab problem 
and possible emergence of stability in the 
region. 

Israel deserves credit for.the decision. 
The world now understands better that 
her military action in the beginning was 
not undertaken without provocation. But 
the United Nations had to move in and 
move in it did with pressures to pre- 
serve the peace. 

But the test is not yet over. Having 
acted to force Israel to give up Gaza 
and the gulf, the United States and the 
United Nations have assumed the obli- 
gation of guaranteeing Israel’s borders 
and freedom of the seas and use of the 
Suez Canal. 

Just what action Egypt now will take 
remains in the future. President Nasser 
still maintains that a technical state of 
war exists with Israel and demands bel- 
ligerent rights. This, too, is in violation 
of U.N. agreements. This puts the burden 
on the U.N. to persuade Egypt not to re- 
sume its raids on Israel and to cease its 
blockade. 

If what is happening leads to a peace- 
ful settlement of the decade-old strug- 
gle between Israel and the Arabs, the 
Israeli adventure may prove to have been 
justified. But if it is used merely as a 
device to gain time while the Egyptians 
rearm themselves for a future war 
against Israel, the West and the United 
States will be drawn in. 

President Nasser and Egypt hold the 
final answer. The United Nations now 
must turn its attention to permanent so- 
lutions and to applying whatever diplo- 
matic pressure it can summon to per- 
suade Egypt to show equally as good 
faith as Israel does with its troop with- 
drawal.

Laxity at Fulton Tower 
Was Disgrace to County 


Grand jury presentments, now offi- 
cially published in full, reveal a “‘shock- 
ing and dismaying” condition at the jail. 
A new chief jailer and new regulations 
have been installed and an overhaul of 
practices is pledged. 

If the grand jury did nothing else by 
its investigation, it did one of the most 
valuable services produced by grand jury 
work and one which long was overdue. 

Free, unregistered mixing of visitors 
with prisoners, evidence of vice practiced 
in the jail itself, poisons freely avail- 
able to prisoners having free run of the 
jail, a prisoner assigned to duty on the 
side gate with the power and opportunity 
to allow passage to any commodity or 
any persons, special favors to prisoners 
and other evidences of laxity were re- 
vealed. ; 

The important point is that these 
things did not grow out of the fact Ful- 
ton Tower is old and outmoded. Each 
and every one of the jail conditions dis- 
closed in the presentments could take 
place in the most modern of prisons. Each 
was the product of almost incredible 
laxity of administration. 

Politics had nothing to do with the 
presentments. They were based on sworn 
testimony ‘before the jury by the sheriff 
and the former chief jailer. 

’ The sheriff now has acted. But the 
big question is why the sheriff, who was 
himself a chief jailer there for many 
years, did not move to correct these evils 
and dangers the minute he took office. 

But, as the axiom has it, better late 
than never. Future grand juries owe it 
to the people to find out if the rules are 
being obeyed.

For Pancakes, Sausage 


Mardi Gras is a phrase with a ro- 
mantic ring to it, summoning up images 
of parades, masks and carnival doings. 

Actually it is a French phrase which 
means “Fat Tuesday.”

For all those 
who wish to fast, and thereby aid medi- 
tation, this is a reminder—today is “Fat 
Tuesday.” Or, if you prefer, Mardi Gras.

Then disaster struck. 

Floods in Kentucky and Tennessee 
and on the Pacific Coast used up the 
$4,000,000 budgeted nationally for dis- 
aster relief. Aid to the stricken in the 
flood areas cut into the $3,000,000 reserve. 

The Atlanta Red Cross planners came 
together for another look at the campaign 
quota. They could go ahead and ask for 
the $585,000 originally intended and then 
come back with another collection in April 
or near there for special disaster funds. 


Or they could combine the disaster ° 


fund collection with the annual March 
campaign. 

They decided to do the latter. 

We think the decision a wise one. 

The Greater Atlanta Red Cross cam- 
paign begins today. 

The community’s obligation is an 
amount equal to last year’s giving plus 
a bonus contribution for disaster relief. 

Let the obligation of the community 
be a guide to the individual. 

Atlanta has a national reputation as 
a “Red Cross Town.” 

Maintaining that reputation won’t be 
easy this year. Complacency, resting on 
laurels, won’t put us over the top. 

A recognition of our responsibility, a 
generous heart and hard work will.

Cobb still holds most of the important 
records—most hits, most runs, most total 
bases. He had blinding speed, intelli- 
gence and perhaps the most marvelous 
sense of timing the game ever saw. Once, 
after getting a base on balls he stole 
second, third and home. 

In his first regular season he hit .320. 
That was his lowest mark. In 19 years he 
three times had an average of over .400, 
led‘ the American League in batting 12 
seasons and had an almost unbelievable 
major league batting average of .367. 

Fiery, impatient with himself and the 
world, Ty Cobb was a driven, lonely man. 
He still is. For all his case-hardened ex-

Goals of U.S. Reds 
Are Still the Same 


WASHINGTON—Question: Recently you dis- 
cussed the action of the Communist Party in the 
United States through which it sought to appear 


to be divorcing itself from the Moscow line. I gained the impression 
that you thought this would be a good thing. My question is: Wouldn't 
an American Communist Party be just as subversive of our dem- 
ocratic society as a Soviet-controlled Communist Party? 


Answer: I would like to point out 
at the start that there Is no basis 
in fact for accepting the Commu- 
nists’ claim that the party has 
broken its ties with the Kremlin. 

Several aspects.of the New York 
convention of the Communist Par- 
ty, which did not come out at the 
time, show that while the Commu- 
nists were talking independence 
they were toeing the Moscow line. 

A false reason was given for ex- 
cluding the press, The stated rea- 
son for the exclusion was that if 
some of the delegates were identi- 
fied it might imperil their jobs. 

There were two readymade op- 
portunities whereby the Commu- 
nist Party could have shown its 
independence of the Soviet Union— 
and failed to do so. 

It had before it in convention a 
resolution criticizing the Kremlin's 
bloody repression of the Hungarian 
workers. It shunted this aside. 

It had before it a resolution criti- 
cal of Soviet anti-Semitism and 
calling for a return to the 1919 to 
1935 policy of equal rights for 
Jews. It shunted this aside. 

When any Communist Party in 
the United States remains silent 
on what Moscow’s tanks did to the 
Hungarians and condones its anti- 
Semitic measures, it means that 
it is not a free party, that it is 
subservient to Moscow. 

How then can we ever know

I don’t know that this will ever 
the odds are strongly 
against it.

A Minnesota ‘‘widcatter’’ Mon- 
day reported that ‘‘definite traces 
of gas and oil’’ had been found in 
a well near Hawkinsville.

Mrs. Jean Risher Maintains Mastery Over Machine 


Electronic Girls at Georgia Tech 


Translate Questions for the ‘Brain’

Girls with electronic brains 


are rare indeed, and even 
Georgia Tech’s fancy computer 
center can’t boast any. But 
the center does have the next 
best thing—two young women 
who know how to use its two 
electronic computers. 

The girls—Mrs. Jean Risher 
and Miss Barbara Daniels— 
officially are called ‘‘research 
assistants’’ or ‘‘programmers.”’ 
They are two of four employes 
who put the required compu- 
tations of complicated math- 
ematical problems into a lan 
guage that the electronic com- 
puters can ‘“‘understand.”’ 

Then the mechanjical 
‘brains’? can go to work and 
run through a series of calcu- 
lations in minutes or hours that 
would take a human days or 
weeks to work out with formu- 
las, slide rule and logarithmic 
tables. 


“GREW UP” WITH CENTER 


Mrs. Risher — whose  hus- 
band, Dean, teaches English 
at Russell High School in East 
Point—‘‘grew up’”’ with the cen- 
ter. When she arrived in At- 
lanta in 1955, Tech was the first 
place the attractive young wife 
with the light brown eyes 
looked for a job. She laughed, 
‘“‘This computer center was a 
big hole in ‘the ground with 
some poles sticking out...

The famed dinners of yesteryear were 
given at Sherry’s and Delmonico’s and the 
old Waldorf, and newspaper readers were 
extensively informed of innovations in win- 
ing and dining. 

In 1906 The World mentioned a new ap- 
paratus at the Waldorf-Astoria called a 
‘moving bar,’’ now known as a tea wagon. 
With wonderment, The World reported: 
“You order a martini cocktail for the lady, 
with a cherry in it, and a highball for 
yourself.’’ 

It took the Manhattan Club at Madison 
avenue and Twenty-sixth street (the old 
mansion of Winston Churchill’s grandfath- 
er, Leonard Jerome) to place the cherry 
in the proper cocktail and give the drink 
a name.

BERT BELL’S RINGING 


Pro Grid Head Fires Back at Critics

—Bert Bell today fired back at

“We bind our players to a one 
year contract with a one year

Bell said. ‘‘Our players are in

have to pay at least 33 per cent 
of the drafted college players a 
bonus to sign.’’

Miller criticized the player 
draft and reserve clause which 
binds a player to a_ team, 
charged the owners with boy- 
cotting players, suggested a 
guaranteed annual salary and an 
injury protection clause, urged 
recognition of the player’s assn., 


defended the rights of players to 


training camp expenses and ex- 
hibition pay and urged league 
expansion. 

Bell said of the reserve clause, 
“‘we could not exist without it. 
Without the reserve clause and 
selection system the rich clubs 
would get richer and the other 
would go out of business.”’ 


Under the-NFL reserve clause 
a player signs for one year with 
a one year option. He may sever 
his relations with the club by 
giving notice he is playing out 
his option when it is picked up. 
And Bell contended he never 
knew of any player being boy- 
cotted for playing out an option. 
“If there is one I'd like to know 
about him,” he said. 

He said the draft has ‘‘equal- 
ized our teams to such an ex- 
tent that if a team has won only 
one or two games, the fans know 
that on a given day it still may 
beat‘any team in the league. 
This equalization has made for 
great competition and lucrative 
radio and television deals, and 
as a result player salaries have 
gone up three times what they 
were in 1950.”’ 


As for the player’s associa-

tion, the commissioner had this 
to say: 

“There will be a player’s as- 
sociation if the players will take 
the thing step by step and don’t 
get to pushing and shoving. We 
are not against the association 
as long as it does not curtail the 
disciplinary methods of our 
coaches and the disciplinary 
rights of the owners, and recog- 
nizes that the commissioner has 
the right to settle all disputes.”’ 

On league expansion, Bell said, 
“I am definitely in favor of it 
when there is enough available 


player material. You can kill a 
town off by going in with a weak 
sister. We know. We've experi- 
enced it. I've said before, and 
I'll say it again, when our bot- 
tom teams win at least four 
games three years in succession, 
we're ready to expand, not be- 
fore.”” 

Bell said players were pro- 
tected financially against injury, 
contended that training camp ex- 
penses are paid, and that any 
player who wants to receive sal- 
ary for exhibition games can 
negotiate it with his individual 
owner. 

Bell said the NFL earns half 
a million dollars a year for char- 
ities and that there are no great 
profits in professional football. 
“These owners don’t depend on 
football for a living. They’re in 
it for the love of sports. Our 
biggest profit maker made $115,- 
000 last year. Most of them just 
manage black ink.” 

Bell concluded his effort to 
prove the players weren't slaves 
by producing a 1957 contract 
dated Dec. 31, 1956, which pro- 
vided one ‘club’s 22nd draft 
choice with a $4,000 bonus. ‘‘And 
he may not even make the club,” 
said the commissioner.

This statute has generally been 
considered to be one of the anti- 
trust laws ever since it was en- 
acted in 1936. But in the Carna- 
tion case a lower court said the 
provision is not an antitrust law, 
and therefore violations of the 
| provision cannot be cause for pri- 
vate triple damage suits. 

In other actions the court: 

Affirmed by a 4-to4 vote a 
lower court decision that partner- 
ship cannot be held criminally 
liable for violation of interstate 
commerce rules. 

Held that an operator of all- 
expense group tours can charter 
buses to provide transportation 
for such tours instead of being 
required to use scheduled bus 
service.
